Miss Anna Oliver has almost com- 


pleted her fourth year iutho pulpit of the 
Willoughby Avenue Methodist church in 
Brooklyn, »nd having demonstrated that 
a young woman can be a successful pat- 
tor, she nnd her friends think it is about 
time the Methodist Bishops received her 
into the church work. She snys that she 
has no other ambition than to do pastoral 
work. 
Bred as a strict Episcopalian, she 


had overcome the scruples of her family 
after she became an evangelist. Not to 
disgrace them, as some of her relatives 
feared she might, she declined to use the 
family name of Snowden, to which she 
was entitled, and adopted instead the 
name she had been accustomed to under 
an aunt's tutelage, that of Anna Oliver. 
Hard work has told upon her. Opposition 
from Methodist preachers 1ms rendered 
her life more than ordinarily serious, and 
she appears now to be a demure young 
woman of Quukc-ish tastes, who, though 
frail in body, is abundant in energy. 


The church which she purchased from 


the Wilhainsburgh Savings Hunk for 
$14,000, was about to bo turned into a 
livery stable or a beer garden when she 
got it. 
She held the title in her own 


name for some time, giving her bond for 
$13,000, but she subsequently conveyed 
the property to trustees. It was fcund 
that if the pioperty was deeded in the 
customary way the conference might re- 
pudiate the Methodism that tolerated a 
young woman as pastor and appropriate 
the chinch. Miss Oliver began to run 
the chin ch on strict business principles, 
making her own salary the last payment 
due, and requiring all bills 10 be settled 
monthly. 
Each month's proportion of 


iutciest on the mortgage has been uni- 
formly deposited in the savings bank, so 
that at the end of six months the full 
amount is always an hand. She dctci- 
nuncd to make her enterprise unique in 
its economy. She figured out that f 2,260 
would meet all the expenses, her own sal- 
ary included, and when the revenue fell 
short she gave to the church what was 
due to her. 


She set her face resolutely against 


church fairs, festivals, oyster suppers, 
necktie sociables, leap year entertain- 
ments, charades, tableaux, cantptas, wax 
work shows, or any other projects that 
would turn the church into a piny house, 
an eating saloon or a bazaar. 
She, how- 


ever, favored lectures, concerts, spelling 
bees, historical examinations, debates, 
and a reading room, and manages to get 
a little revenue from letting the church 
rooms for a school, for she contends that 
if the intelligence of tho community is 
promoted the cause of religion is ad- 
vanced. 
She docs not understand what 


is meant by the constant cry in so many 
churches, "For the 
benefit 
of 
the 


church." 


When Mis? Oliver completed the usual 


pastoral term of three years, last April, 
she resigned, saying that she was a Meth- 
odist nnd believed in itinerancy, but the 
trustees declined to present the subject 
to the church, and the official Board, 
which has seven female members, unani- 
mously ruextended a call to her. 
She 


had worked heiself down in health, but 
she accepted on conditions which gave 
her some relief 
She has had her study 


in the church, has had a loom on Wif- 
loughby avenue, and has been a table 
boarder at another place. 
Now it is pro- 


posed to erect a cottage alongside the 
church foi her home. She hit upon a way 
'jy which she could erect a house, if she 
had land owned by I.erself, and accord- 
ingly she nude a pioposilion to the 
church tint if its iimmbfrs would raise

He was silenced by the 


information that the place would proba- 
bly have been a beer garden and he would 
most likely have been calling out "Ein 
bier" there if it had not been for the Rev.

THE 1TTVHK OF CIVIL HMtVU'E III:- 


FOIO1. 


The Hon. Vi arner Miller writes from 


the United Stales Senate tpr the Ilulepcn- 
lent 


!The passage of the "Civil Service 


bill" through Congress marks the begin- 
ning of a new ora io American politics. 
As the downward tendency in public af- 
Tairs dates from the Administration of 
Andrew Jackson, so the upward move- 
ment will dull- from the Forty-seventh 
Congress. 
Hereafter worth and fitness 


are to be consi lercd as requisite for en- 
trance into tl e public service, rather 
than partisan labors backed by political 
influence. 


Hut the friends of the reform must not 


think a full victory has been won, or that 
their labors aieat an end. The evil of 
spoils and pi'ronnge is scotched, not 
killed. 


Many who nave given it a lukewarm 


support, driven thereto by force of public 
sentiment, only wait for the fervor of 
sentiment to f-ubsido, when they will be 
as ready to ta! e part in the overthrow of 
the measure ns they were to help in its 
enactment. We have only to call to mind 
the methods by which the reform inau- 
gurated durinf General Grant's Admin- 
istration was c'estroyed, to learn that the 
friends of this measure must watch care- 
fully over the establishment of the new 
system, and not lenve it to the tender 
mercies of the "spoilsmen." It is in this 
supervising wink, and in the extension of 
the refonn to state and municipal gov- 
ernments that the reform associations 
will find abundant scope for the exercise 
of all their powers. 


Whenever "xamimtions arc held the 


local association should, through a com- 
mittee, watch all the proceedings, thereby 
preventing favoritism or political influence 
from exercising anv control and adding 
greatly to the confidence which it is de- 
sirable the public should repose in the 
fairness of til'1 examinations. 


The great field, however, in which the 


Civil Service Reform associations should 
labor is in the. local governments , and 
they should direct their efforts not only 
to the methods of appointment in such 
local governments, but more particularly 
to the admin stration of public affairs in 
their detail. If it be claimed that many 
of our city nnd county governments aic 
not corrupt, it will be admitted that all 
are more or less inefficient and wasteful 
in their administration. Who can point 
to a single i ity the street of which are 
properly pav<-d or cleaned or whose sani- 
tary or police regulations are at all com- 
plete or are honestly enforced7 


The coirnption, 
nial-admiuistration, 


and extravagance of the governments of 
our larger cities have led many people to 
doubt the piopriety of giving cities the 
right of self-government. 


The povernment of many of our coun- 


ties and towns arc no better thin those of 
the cities. If there is less corruption 
there is cqu illy bad administration and 
as grcit wa'te. The public works, such 
as roads and bridges, arc seldom, if ever, 
properly carud for , the taxes raised for 
these purpoics, if they had been wisely 
expended, v.ould have given good and 
substantial roads in all the old settled 
parts of the country. But all know that 
good country roads are quite as rare as 
paved street•> in our cities.

THE THKlte TARIFF BlUJi. 


The Republicans of the House have be- 


gun work on the Tariff bill very credita- 
bly. They differ from the Senators of 
the same party in their disposition not 
tojoin with the Democrats in tearing to 
pieces the work of their committee. Mr. 
Kelley'sexperience entitles his statement 
to weight when he declares gravely and 
earnestly that the bill of the Committee 
of Ways and Means is in his judgement 
"the most perfect tariff bill ever submit- 
ted to an American Congress." 
The 


elaborate tables which have been printed 
for the use of the House, showing the im- 
ports of each article in 1882, 
the duty 


collected and the rate, the duty now in 
force, and the duties proposed by the 
Committee of Ways and Means and the 
Tariff Commission in parallel columns, 
will help members to vote intelligently 
without prolonged discussion, and they 
go far to remove misapprehensions which 
previous accounts of the bill produced 
At the same time, many reasons remain 
for preferring the adjustment of rates 
proposed by the Commission or by the 
Senate bill in some particulars. The ex- 
perts who prepare the tables for the 
House have estimated the net decrease of 
revenue under the House bill at $20,855,- 
790, besides the effect of abolition of 
of duties on packages, inland freights, 
charges and commissions, and the reduc- 
tion" resulting from 
this latter change 


was by Seintor Merrill estimated at §5,- 
400,000. 
If these, calculations are cor- 


rect, the general reduction under the 
bill of the Committee of Ways and Means 
would be $20,255, 799, or over 12 per 
cent of the revenue for customs last year. 


Assuming that the Tariff Commission 


was correct in its opinion that the average 
reduction effected by its bill "would 
reach 25 per cent," it appears that tlie 
House Committee has loaned to much 
greater moderation in the cutting down 
of rates. But it is fair to add, at the 
same time, that the estimates of the Com- 
mission were not made in detail, but 
with considerable Imtc, and may be found 
less accurate tlnn those of the Ways and 
Me.ins Committee. In fact, upon partial 
examination it seems probable that the 
difference in actual effect between the

No 
person, of < ourso, can take an oath « ho 
tloos not hflievo in a personal God or 
gods , but it does not follow from this 
that he micht not affirm, or that he might 
not be treated as a criminal nud punished, 
if he testified falsely before a court of 
justice 
'U e do not believe in religious 


tests of anj kind in connection with the 
functions of civil goveinment, and, hence, 
would not disqualify an atheist to give 
evidence before a court and jury. The 
constitutions of most of the states that 
have been adopted within the last forty 
years exclude all such tests. 
That of 


Oregon, foi example, expressly says that 
"No person shall be rendered incompe- 
tent as a witness or jnror in consequence 
of his opinions on matters of religion, nor 
be questioned in any court of justice 
touching Ins religious belief to effect the 
weight of testimony." One's general 
reputation for truth and veracity is a 
test in determining the degree 
of his 


credibility , but what he believes in 10- 
spect to religion is not such an inquiry 
relative to hia capacity and status con- 
sidered simply as a citizen, whether for 
the purpose of holding office or giving 
evidence. To make it such is to discrim- 
inate 
between citizens on 
religious 


grounds, and, on these grounds, to impose 
disabilities, and virtually insist upon some 
sort of religious faith as one of the con- 
ditions of full and complete citizenship ; 
and this, in our judgment, is not only 
unjust, but also contrary to the general 
principles upon which government is or- 
ganized in this country. It is a species 
of state religion, and to this we are op- 
posed in every form in which it can bo 
presented.

House bill and thit of the Commission 
would not be as great as the Commission's 
estimate would indicate. This impression 
is supported, too, by the detailed estimate 
of Senator Morrill, whose bill undoubted- 
ly went further in reduction than the 
Commission's bill. 
He believed that the 


reductions proposed by him would amount 
to $45,040,000, and this is or.ly 20.4 per 
cent of the duties collected last year. It 
may be loosely assumed, therefore, that 
the general reduction under the three 
bills would be somewh-it as 
follows 


House bill, $20,000,000, or 12 per cent, 
Commission's bill, $37,000,000, or 18 
per cent; Senate bill, $45'000,000, or 
20i per cent. 
But this gives little idea 


of the more serious differences between 
the three measures. 


The great difference is in the adjust- 


ment of the reductions between the dif- 
ferent classes. 
Thus the House bill, ac- 


cording to its estimates, would increase 
the duty on cotton goods- the Senate bill 
makes a reduction estimated by Mr. Mor- 
rill at 30 per cent, and the Tariff Com- 
miss'nn aKo proposed a considerable re- 
duction 
But the House bill takes off 


only $1,825,072 from thedtities on metals, 
while Mr. Morrill estimated the reduction 
under the Senate hill at $5,200,000. The 
House Committee also makes a smaller 
reduction than the Senate bill on woollens 
and silks, and estimates the effect of the 
chitu'es in duties on sugirs at $11,249,- 
02(1, while Mr. Morrill,illotts$lG,loO,000 
for the redactions in tint class 
As the 


Commission did tvit estimate the effect of 
proposed clui.ges in cletul, except by 
saying tint it would be 23 pur cunt on 
silk goods, "from 18 to 40 per cent" on 
articles in the \\oollcns schedule, fiom 25 
to 30 per cent on cheinicles, and 14i per 
cent on sugar. It w i l l be seen that the 
difference" between the three bills is 
laigels in their boning upon the textile 
nunuf icturcis on the one hind, and upon 
the iron and steel inteiests on the other. 
The House bill especially faiorsthe iron 
and steel interests, while the Senate 
seemo espec'nllv inclined to reduce duties 
in that class —Tribune

E. F. borrowed $1,000 in March, 1874, 


and in January, 1882, finding that by 
reason of ill fortune in business, or from 
sickness, I forget which, that he could 
not keep on paying in $10 per month, his' 
loan was reduced by transferring it from 
the old series of stock to a later one.

These examples, I think, are sufficient 


to show how building associations pay in 
poor times, but I must give one more, 
simply 
because the party concerned 


stated to me some months ago that "He 
wished he had never heard of a building 
association — that if he had never gone 
into one he might have had a house all 
paid for by this time, but as it was, be 
was credited with a debt that he would 
never be rid of. &c." 


This man borrowed $1,200 iu August, 


1874, and in May 1881, his loan was re- 
duced (as in the last case) to $400, at a 
gain to him of $3C.CO, and at the present 
moment $202 paid 
into the treasury 


would give him a clear property, and un- 
less I am very much mistaken, he would 
never have owned land enough to bury 
his dog in, if it hadn't been for a build- 
ing association. 


I know of another case where a man 


bought a house without paying a single 
cent ' by a judicious arrangement of-two 
mortgages, and the rent of the property 
will more than pay the building associa- 
tion dues, and give him a chance to clear 
off' the second mortgage, which is very 
small, without hurting his pocket. 


If, then, anybody wants to see haw 


building associations pay, let him con- 
sidar these point . 


1st. A building association can lend 


more money upon a given property than 
any capitalist will, because every month' 
reduces the principal, and thus lessens 
the risk. 


2d. A building association morfgage 


can be paid off gradually, in small month- 
ly amounts, as no other mortgager will 
receive the money 
Principal and inter- 


est together will not amount to more than 
the rent of the same property. 
You sim- 


ply pay rent for a term of years, and then 
the- propel ty is yours. 


3d. A building asse>ciation will receive 


any reasonable portion of the principal at 
any time, giving credit for it, and reduc- 
ing the monthly payments accordingly, 
and if the association has more than one 
scries, it can transfer the loan as in the 
ex iniples ah eady given. 


Many good people seem to tnink tbit, 


because a building association helps them 
to cet a home eaxtty, it ought to do so 
quidJy. 
As I have said, the profits are 


derive'd from premiums and from interest. 
If times arc dull and no premiums are 
obtained, as has beein the case for some 
time past, of course the piofits are re- 
duced, and this stretches out the time. 
Money at ititeie^t yields just so much 
You can't invest at six per cent, and 
declai e twelve per cent, dividends from 
jour investments, any more than you can 
sow timothy seed and reap Government 
bonds. The matter is just as broad as it 
is long. 
If an association is to run out 


quicUij, then the borrowers must pay bi 
premiums, and if you get money at par. 
then you must be content to have the 
steick run longer.

And I should think it would 
be clear to everybody of common sense, 
that no matter what premium a borrower 
has paid, that premium always remains in 
tlie ai6oc('e(«ion, invested somewhere—part 
of the assets—in there for the direct ben- 
efit of the man who has paid it, just as 
much as for the rest, and unless au asso- 
ciation loses money at a very remarkable 
rate, by very bad investments, no borrow- 
ing member can fail to pay off his mort- 
gage in the end, with less money than he 
actually 
received. 
It will be readily 


admitted that the past few years have 
been very poor years for building associa- 
tions here in Bristol. Real estate- has 
been at the lowest possible point, and is 
scarcely rising yet, hence it must follow, 
that building associations being concerned 
only with real estate, must suffer when it 
is down. Here are some facts: 


In January, 1874, A. B. borrowed f200 


of a building association, and in October, 
1882, cancelled the mortgage by paying 
the difference between the $200 wid the 
value of the stock.

With a very limited opportunity for 
iservalion, I see so much of what I con- 
dor very unfair treatment of horses, 
lat I do not feel satisfied without mak- 
ng another effort to promote their com- 
ort, by again calling attention to the use 
f the check-rein, &c. I am in favor of 
eining up a horse when in use, but am 
satisfied with au old fashioned check-rein 
nd bit, or with a straight rein without 


check—something simple and easy, 


o prevent the animal's getting his head 
mproperly low. With a horse we are ac- 
ustomed to, we can judge how to rein him 


so as to not make him uncomfortable. 


After gearing up one we are not acquaint- 
d with, let us notice carefully how he 
olds his bead, naturally, and let this de- 
ermine the tightness of the rein, whether 


straight one or a check-rein. 
And I 


ould rein him no tighter than seemed 
atural and easy. 
It is certainly a blessing that we have 
IB horse to use for our pleasure, and iu 
IB many branches of business, and it is a 
erious and signal wrong to abuse him,or 
nflict him with unnecessary pain or tor- 
ire, at any and at all times. I am glad to 
elieve that within a few years there has 
cen a great improvement in the treat- 
lent of horses and mules, &c. But I 
ave been pained in seeing veiy many 
earns with the horses' heads evidently 
orced up with the check-rein, and that 
ontemptible little gag-bit, quite beyond 
natural, or at all comfortable position 
ome of these horses are lame, poor, pot- 
ellied, and look old, and as if they have 
een kept in a barnyard, and allowed to

Bu 
some do not have the head set on tin 
shoulders in just the same way, and nit 
urally carry the head quite low; so let i 
je.

maintains that it i;ives oil' poison, heats 
the air to excess, and exhausts the oxj- 
gen.

dles, to health and refinement," conclude 
they both. Hut is our case so bad ' Let 
us concede that »as is not becoming 
but tr.refully chosen shades modifv its 
hardness. 
And 
if it be common and 


cheap is to be \nlgar, it must bear that 
imputation in patience, like its betters. 
It does heat uncomfortably at times, but 
that is because no one is satisfied with an 
amount of light w hich was thought enough 
aforetime. 
One burner is equivalent in 


illuminating pov, er to sixteen and seme- 
times to Uentj candles 
But who is 


content with one burner7 
Pr. Frank- 


land estimates 
that the carbonic acid

Fed with great 
draughts of fresh frostv air, the fresh air 
will pour up, no longer frosty. Allowed 
only the damp foulness of the cellar, a 
heated foulness only will our suffering 
lungs receive. 
Hut with proper cold air 


connections and proper ventilation, there 
is no doubt that the even temperature of 
a furnace-heated house is far less injur- 
ious in this clim ite of extremes than the 
unequally distributed warmth of open 
grates.

company.

it may well rejoice in its cheerful glow.

" I must lell you how these girlsdress," 


said a New York woman to her husband. 
"First they start with flannel from head 
to foot—and such flannel1 Why, it's an 
eighth of an inch thick.

on more skirts, and usually a quilted one 
that's as warm as a wood fire. Then they 
put on a dress, and over that a chamois 
jattkct that (its like a shoe in the mud.

up that vicious system is to put sensible, 
philanthropic women in every board 
They can have no motive to assume the 
duties except to benefit the cause of pop- 
ular education, and we hope that the day 
is not distant when the women School 
Directors in this city will equal the men 
in numbers.
